“Then Elisha said, Hear ye the word 
of the Lord; Thus saith the Lord, ‘To- 
morrow about this time shall a meas- 
ure of fine flour be sold for a shekel, 
and two measures of barley for a 
shekel, in the gate of Samaria. Then 
a lord on whose hand the king leaned 
answered the man of God, and said, 
Behold, if the Lord would make wit: 
dows in heaven, might this thing be? 
And he (the man of God) said, Be 
hold, thou shalt see it with thine eyes, 
but shalt not eat thereof.” 2 Kings 
$21, 3. 

This man never dreamed what 
would happen to him for such a re- 
mark. Too often we count God as 
something small when He is all 
power. At the time this man said this 
the Syrian army had besieged Sama- 
ria unti] there was a sore famine in 
the city, even so great the women had 
begun to kill their own children and 
eat them. Looking at what man could 
do it would seem impossible for flour 
and barley to appear in the gates of 
Samaria in a day’s time, but God knew 
just what to do so He caused the Sy- 
rian army to hear a mighty noise, 
the sound of chariots and horses and 
a great host. They thought the Hittites 
and kings of the Egyptians were com- 
ing upon them, and they fled for their 
lives, leaving their tents and provi- 
sions behind, 

The third verse says there were 
four lepers outside the gate. They 
knew they would starve to death there 
or in the city and they made up their 
minds to fall in with the Syrians, 
thinking if they killed them they 
would but die and if not, they would 
find something to sustain life. They 
went to the camp and found the Asy- 
rians gone. They went and told the 
king of Israel.The 15th V. tells us that 
they followed them as far as Jordan 
and found the way strewn with ves- 
sels and garments. They took of the 
spoil of the tents. So a measure of 
fine flour was sold for a shekel and 
two measures of. barley. But the poor 
lord that said the Lord would have 
to make windows in heaven for such 
to happen was put in charge of the 
gate and the people walked on him 
and trod upon him till he died. Elisha 
told him he would see it but not eat 
thereof. 

Perhaps if this man had said, Yes, 
our God is able to do all things, he 
would not have been put in charge of 
the gate and trodden upon, but he fail- 
ed to realize the same God that said, 
Let there be light,and there was light, | 
was still able to cause flour and bar- 
ley to appear in the gate. I wonder 
sometimes how many of us get by 
with counung’God so small. Many. 
times we fail to stand still and see the 
salvation of our God. If we could only 
be like King Darius of old when he 
told Daniel, Thy God whom thou serv- 
est continually, he. will deliver thee. 
Oh, how we need to be like Jacob of 
old when he wrestled with a man all 
night and after he had prevailed over 
him, God changed his name from Ja- 
cob to Israel because he had power 
with God. Then he declared he had 
seen God face to face. How we need 
more power with God. When we see 
someone that jumps very high and 
talks in tongues a lot and dances lots 
then we say they are a power for God. 
But someone comes along with a with- 
ered hand or blind, then the one we 
think is such a power prays, dances 
and talks in tongues but no sight 
comes and the withered hand still re- 
mains. In my mind shouting, dancing 
and talking in tongues is not power 
but manifestation of joy. Many like 
to jump in the air and say, Paul said 
he didn’t come with excellency of 
speech or of wisdom or enticing words, 
but in demonstration of the Spirit and 
power. Sure Paul came demonstrating 
the power of God, but how? Dancing?

General Indebtedness 





Possibly our people would be glad 
to know how the drive on the general 
indebtedness is progressing. There are 
241 of the personal subscribers during 
the Assembly who have not paid. We 
have had letters from quite a few 
stating that on account of hard times 
and scarcity of work, they have not 
been able to pay their obligations. 
Some are paying all along. We highly 
appreciate the interest shown in the 
debts of the church. I am sure if the | 
people had had work all these sub- | 
scribers would have paid long ago. | 

The General Secretary, according | 
to the instructions given by the As- 
sembly thru the General Indebtedness 
Committee, sent out the notes to the 
State Overseers to be distributed to | 
the churches. Some of the churches 
have responded to the cause, but 
many have not, which we are sure is 
due to the hard times. 

The General Indebtedness Commit- 
tee took the amount subscribed by 
those at the Assembly under the list 
of personal subscribers and took the 
number of churches listed in the 
Minutes and figured on each church 














paying off two notes. The General 


Secretary gave them the amount the 


church owes. Figuring on the amount 
that will be paid in by the churches 
and those who had already subscrib- 
ed, they figured that twenty dollars 
to the church would pay off the gen- 
eral indebtedness with the exception 
of five or six thousand dollars. 

Possibly you hadn’t thought of the 
accumulating interest on this amount 
of debts, and the longer the payment 
is postponed the more the interest 
will be. However, we highly appre- 
ciate the response and we hope that 
in the near future all will be able to 
pay their obligations and these debts 
will be liquidated. 

In my last piece on general indebt- 
edness I gave the amount paid in the 
last three years which was $25,500. I 
didn’t include the Cate Building debt. 
Since thinking the matter over, I de- 
cided to include this. The Cate Build- 
ing was purchased for $25,000 on 


credit. We sold it for $25,000 and paid 
this debt off. 


Orphanage 





Our orphanage work is progressing 
nicely. There has been enough sent in 
from the penny march, personal con- 
tributions, and offerings that were 


taken in conventions and local church- 
es to keep this work going. The chil- 
dren have been well fed and given at 
least enough clothing to make them 
comfortable. 

The Boys’ Farm has good prospects 
of grain crops and vegetables. They 
have their hay crop almost harvested. 
In spite of the dry weather they will 
make enough hay to feed all the stock 
on the farm. We highly appreciate the 
interest shown in the orphanage work. 

The committee has been doing its 
best to use economy and to see that 
the homes are cared for and the chil- 
dren are properly trained. I feel we 
should keep this work ever before 
our people. This is one of the most 
important works of the church. 

Winter is coming. Coal will have to 





be bought, the children will have to 
have winter clothes, school begins and 
of course our expense will be heavy 
as the Winter approaches. We ask our 
people to pray and ask the Lord, What 
will you have me do for the Orphan- 
age? 

We have had no success in placing 
children in homes, The requirements 
in printed form by the committee are 
either too strict or the people decide 
they don’t care to be bothered with 
the little homeless and orphans. 

We have had many applicants we 
could not take, but we have not turn- 
ed down a whole orphan this year. 
We have turned down many worthy 
applicants where the children had one 
parent. We have tried to furnish shel- 
ter, clothes, and food for the children 
who have no parents. 

May God richly bless every giver. 
Remember the words, As oft as ye did 
it unto one of these ye did it unto 
me.
